Washington, Dec. 12.—According to 


the official estimate of the federal 
bureau of the census, in the United 
States and all Us possessions the 
Stars and Stripes float over 101,100,- 
000 souls. This estimate includes 
the Philippine. Samoa, Guam, Ha- 
waii, Alaska and the Panama canal 
zone. Within its borders on the North 
American, 
continent, 
exclusive 
of 


Alaska, the United States has a pop- 
ulation 
of 
91,972,266 
inhabitants. 


During the last 10 years the states of 
the Union have had an aggregate in- 
crease In 
population of 15,977,691, 


which amounts to 21 per cent over 
the 1900 figures. 


The growth of the country was 


greater by 2,400,000 for the continent 
than had been expected by the ex- 
pert statisticians, who have closely 
watched the progress of the coun- 
try's population.

He sided with the minority in up- 
hojding the income tax when it was 
tested under Grover Cleveland's ad- 
ministration, and he also sustained 
the government in the Insular cases. 
In the Northern Securities

case, however, he joined with the 
minority in deciding against the gov- 
ernment. These are tne most strik- 
ing cases in which he has partici- 
pated. 


Mr. While was born in the parish 


of LaFouche, La, on Nov. 3, 1845 
As a youth he served in the Confed- 
erate army and took part in opera- 
tions about Fort Gibson. He is a 
Catholic, ha ing 
been educated at 


Mount St. Mary's Jesuit college at 
New Orleans and at Georgetown col- 
lege.
